Recently a cheaper and more con- 
venient way of doing thls has been 
discovered. : 

Studies have been carried out not 
only on animals, but also with in- 
funts, which show thnt it is possible 
to protect normal babies against 
rickets for a period varying from 
six to twelve months by giviny, them 
a series of infections of vitamin D 
In olf. The injection is given into o 
muscle. : 

It is suggested that the best time 
for the use of this preventive mensure 
is on the eighth day after birth. 
At first, 25,000 units of the vitamin 
D were employed: Inter on, this was 
reduced to onerfourth of this amount. 
However, ‘in order to be more 
certain that the'rickets will be pre- 
vented, It is recommended that 12,- 
500 units be given to protect the in- 
fant against rickets.

As n nation we are justifably proud that our system 
of irlal makes the conviction. of the innocent extremely 
unlikely. But is our system ‘doing nll that can reason- 
ubly be expected to convict the guilty? 

After 18 years’ practical experience, I unhesitatingly 
syy NO. I have reluctantly come to believe that thoso 
responsible for prosecutions are unduly hampered, with
